There are three principle? to fol­ 
low in an 
advertising campaign: 
First of all, find a business that will 
stand advertising; secondly, find the 
newspaper that will make the adver­ 
tising pay; thirdly, give the news­ 
paper time to pay. 


You can’t start in to breed dollars 
in less time than it takes to hatch 
them any more than you can pull a 
hen off the nest before she has had a 
chance to incubate.

Advertise something out of which 
you may reasonably expect returns, 
and when you have found what to 
advertise, take care that you place 
your copy in a newspaper that can 
turn the trick. 
Don’t delude yourself 
with a china doorknob, and don’t 
confuse a “rooster newspaper,” which 
spends its time cock-a-lorummg, for 
a “hen newspaper” that is too busy 
hatching out dollars to strut about 
crowing.

Hugo. Ok., May 9.—The killing of 
Officer Holden is still the topic of 
discussion in this city and later In­ 
formation is that Holden was killed 
by some of his own party through a 
mistaken belief that he was one of 
the men they were seeking to arrest 
and not by the alleged moonshiner, 
as the latter offered no resistance 
whatever and did not fire a shot. 
It seems that at Holden’s sugges­ 
tion the party of nine raiding depu­ 
ties on arrival at the scene w’ere di­ 
vided in three squads, one of which 
was 
to 
approach 
from 
the 
front 
while the other two were to go to 
exact spots on the east and west 
ends of the house at a point wrhere 
their lives would not be endangered 
by cross-firing. 
Sheriff Connell and officers Irvin 
assumed the duty of entering the 
front way while Holden and a par­ 
ty went to the east side and the 
remainder to the west end of the 
house. 
Holden, for some-reason, went far 
l>eyond the point designated and hid 
himself in a chimp of thick bushes. 
Sheriff Connell and Irvin approached 
the house through an open five-acre 
lot and 
almost 
gained the house 
•before they were discovered by some 
children, who gave the alarm. The 
men in the house immediately stepped 
out the rear door, and seeing they 
were surrounded, at once surrendered 
to the officers on the west side of 
the house. 
.Meantime Sheriff Connell and his 
assistant had entered the house and 
a 
17-year-old 
boy left the house, 
when Officer Holden opened fire up­ 
on him. .firing three shots in rapid 
succession, driving the boy back in 
the house. 
Each one of Holden’s shots went 
through the House, endangering the 
lives of the officers. 
The officers on the west, seeing 
that shots were coming from a di­ 
rection and a point where the officers 
were directed not to get. began fir­ 
ing at the clomp of bushes in which 
Holden had concealed himself, sup­ 
posing they were shooting at an en­ 
emy. After about ten shots had been 
fired one of the prisoners remark­ 
ed: 
Yon ar** firing upon your own 
men.” 
Sheriff Connell then stepped out 
of the house and requested the of­ 
ficers to cease firing. He and Officer 
Irvin then went to the spot w’here 
tie* shots were first fired and found 
the dead body of Officer Holden ly­ 
ing upon the ground. The body of 
Holden 
was buried here yesterday 
and many citizens attended the bur­ 
ial.

The Hen and the 


Doorknob

Once upon a time there was a fool 


hen who sat on a china doorknob for 
three weeks expecting to get a family. 
The only thing she did get was ex- 
perience. 


The advertising field is full of 


"china doorknob propositions"—ex- 
amples of merchants who expect good 
newspapers to hatch money out of bad 
egg business, or who put sound nest 
eggs under the vorona "advertising 
hen." 


There are three principles to fol- 


low in an advertising campaign: 
First of all, find a business that will 
stand advertising; secondly, find the 
newspaper that will make the adver- 
tising pay; thirdly, give the news- 
paper time to pay. 


You can't start in to breed dollars 


in less time than it takes to hatch 
them any more than'you can pull a 
hen off the nest before she has had a 
chance to incubate. 
In both cases 


you simply waste what has been in- 
vested. ' if you stop too soon you 
will get, a rotten egg instead of a 
chicken, 


Advertise something out of which 


you may reasonably expect returns, 
and when you have found what to 
advertise, take care that you place 
your copy in a newspaper that can 
turn the trick. 
Don't delude yourself 


with a china doorknob, and don't 
confuse a "rooster newspaper,'* which 
spends its time cock-a-loruming, for 
a "hen newspaper" that is too busy 
hatching out dollars to strut about , 
crowing.

Hugo, Ok., May 9.—The killing of 


Officer .Hol-den is still the topic of 
discussion in this city and later In- 
formation is that Holden was killed 
by some of his own party through a 
mistaken belief that he was- one ot 
the men they were seeking to arrest 
and not by the alleged moonshiner, 
as the latter offered no resistance 
whatever and did not flre -a shot. 


It seeinis that at Holtien's sugges- 


tion the party of nine raiding depu- 
ties on arrival at the scene were di- 
vided in three squads, one of which 
was 
to approach 
from 
the front 


while the other two -were to go to 
exact spots on the east and 'West 
ends of the 'house at a 'point where 
their lives would not be endangered 
by cross-firing. 


Sheriff Connell and officers Irvin 


assumed the duty of entering the 
ront way while Hol'den and a par- 
ty went to the east side and the 
remainder to the 'west end of the 
house. 


tHolden, for some-reason, went far 


beyond the 'point designated and hid 
himself in a chimp of thick bushes. 
Sheriff Connell and Irvin approached 
the house throur'.i an open five-a-cre 
lot and almost gained the house 
jefore they were discovered by som« 
children, who gave the alarm.

the officers on the west side of

Bach one of Holden's shots -went

Sheriff Connell and Irvin approached 
the 'house throiK'.i an open five-acre 
lot and alimost .gained the housu 
(before they were discovered by some 
children, who gave the alarm. The 
men in the house immediately stepped 
out the rear door, and seeing they 
were surrounded, at once surrendered 
to the officers on the west side of 
the house.
